Columbus, O., April ."».—That 
the 


fight for the amendment of the Rose 
county local option law is not over, 
is shown by tl»e statement of Senator 
Thomas A. Dean of Fremont, that ho- 
proposed to offer an amendment to 
his pending bill in the upper branch, 
a duplicate of which the house 
of 


representatives defeated 
last week, 


under the tiU*' of the Fulton citie.- 
bill. 


The senate bill was 
never acted 


upon, as it was desired to test 
the 


sentiment in the lower branch after a 
campaign of reconstruction 
follow- 


ing the defeat of the first Dean bil! 
exempting all municipal-ties. 


The proposed change by Senator 


Dean provides that whenever a Rose 
county local option election is held 
that it shall make provision lor tin- 
separate counting and returning of 
th.e votes in the cities apart from the 
rest of the votes in the county. 


Whatever the result of the 
city 


vote—wet or dry—it shall be there- 
after binding. 
The Dean-Fulton bill 


provided that there might be 
the 


second option of a municipal election 
under the Beal law. 
Yesterday Sen- 


ator Dean" satd--that he would likely 
offer the bill within 
the next few- 


days in its amended form, or rather 
he would move to have the 
pending: 


bill as changed placed upon the cal- 
endar. 
In response to a direct ques- 


tion he said that he was not aware 
of the sentiment of the house at this 
time, but was only responding to t'he 
appeals of many representatives 
of 


cities which were now dry and wer; 
suffering from loss of necessary rev- 
enue by reason of that fact. He had 
received letters, he said, from 
many 


mayors asking that something should 
be done to give them relief.

There was yesterday introduced in

tending over a period of nearly a year, 
on the part of both governments to 
effect a trade arrangement, which, sup-

the friendly relations now existing.
